The Metro po lis o f No rth Dako ta 
Visited by a Terrific Hurricane, 
Resulting in Lo ss o t Life and 
Pro perty. 
A terrific wind storm swept over the 
neighboring 
cities of Fargo and 
Moorhead and surrounding country 
early Monday morning, causing great 
destruction of life and property. The 
storm was at its highest at about 
three a. in., the wind at this time 
having a velocity of 75 miles an 
hour. 
At Fargo the storm de­ 
molished the Manitoba and Milwauk ee 
freight 
houses, threw down the 
electric light towers, destroyed tho 
fronts of tho Davis block , the opera 
house block , the Continental block , 
the Garfield block , the Webster 
block , unroofed the Northern Pacific 
freight depot, also the Republican 
office and the Chapin hardware store. 
The court house tower is badly twisted 
and deposited on the sidewalk on j 
Tenth street. The Plymouth Con­ 
gregational church is destroyed, the 
Lnger Furniture Co.’s warehouse is 
damaged, and numerous brick s from 
the Argus brick block lie on the 
ground. The Deering warehouse is 
damaged to some ex tent, as is also 
Alfsted’s hardware store and Vachen’s 
restaurant, and the rear battlement of 
the Bank of North Dak ota lies on the 
ground in ruins.

The Metropolis of North Dakota 
Visited by a Terrific Hurricane, 
Resulting in Loss ot Life and 
Property. 
A terrific wind storm swept over tho 
neighboring 
cities of Fargo and 
Moorhead and surrounding country 
early Monday morning, causing great 
destruction of life and property. Tho 
storm was at its highest at about 
three a. rn., the wind at this time 
having a velocity of 75 miles an 
hour. 
At Fargo the storm de­ 
molished the Manitoba and Milwaukee 
freight 
houses, 
threw down the 
electric light towers, destroyed the 
fronts of tho Davis block, the opera 
house block, the Continental block, 
the Garfield block, the Webster 
block, unroofed the Northern Pacific 
freight depot, also the Republican 
office and the Chapin hardware store. 
The court house tower is badly twisted 
and deposited on the sidewalk on 
Tenth street. The Plymouth Con­ 
gregational church is destroyed, the 
Luger Furniture Co.’s warehouse is 
damaged, aud numerous bricks from 
the Argus brick block lie on the 
ground. The Deering warehouse is 
damaged to some extent, as is also 
Alfsted’s hardware store and Vachen’s 
restaurant, and the rear battlement of 
the Bank of North Dakota lies on the 
ground in ruins. 
The Keeney block 
and Exchange hotel suffered badly. 
Dozens of smaller buildings and rods 
of sidewalks are demolished. 
The saddest of all is the death of 
the entire family, consisting of the 
mother and seven children of the late 
Caph McCarthy, which occurred at 
their residence,at the corner of Ninth 
and Fifth streets. The family had 
taken refuge in the cellar and in some 
manner were caught in the timbers of 
the falling building and crushed to 
death. 
Train No. I, on the Northern Paci­ 
fic, a passenger, was caught just as it 
was departing from Fargo, and top­ 
pled over into a ditch. 
No one wa^ 
killed, but thirteen were injured. 
At Moorhead fully 125,000 damage 
to property was done in the city, be­ 
sides a number of people being in­ 
jured. So far as reported there is no 
loss of life in this city. The most 
serious damage to property was the 
blowing down of the foundry} alfeo 
the round house of the Great North­ 
ern railway. A part of the roofs and 
several chimneys were blown from the 
state normal school; also from the 
high school. 
Considerable damage 
was done to the Grand Pacific, Jay 
Cooke and Central hotels. A large 
number of buildings in the country 
near town were blown down, aud con­ 
siderable damage done to grain.

Minutes 
of last regular meeting were read and 
approved, after which a communica­ 
tion from Mayor Stivers was read, ap­ 
pointing Fred Lampson as policeman, 
vice Moso Derocher, removed, and 
also appointing Wilmar Holmes and 
Sidney Hockridgo as police officers 
without pay. On motion the com­ 
munication was received and the ap­ 
pointees confirmed. 
The report of the superintendent of 
electric lights for the mouth of May 
was read arid accepted, as was also 
the reports of the chief of of police 
and the city clerk for month of June, 
On motion a number of bills, includ­ 
ing city pay roll, electric light pay 
roll, and street commissioner’s pay 
roll were allowed. 
Motion was made and carried that 
street commissioner make a ditch on 
the east side of tho Mille Lacs road, 
said ditch not to exceed 300 feet long, 
and also that be fix the cross-walks 
and street on east end of East Brain­ 
erd bridge, and to fix piling of bridge 
underneath. 
On motion the street 
commissioner was instructed to take 
up the rails of the street car track 
wherever it appeared as a nusi&nce, 
and to have said r$ils and outfit put 
in street car bam. 
Committee on fire protection re­ 
ported favorably on the policy on 
central hose house. 
On motion duly carried the city at­ 
torney was instructed to answer for 
the city in the suit for damages insti­ 
tuted by Chris. Anderson. 
Motion was made and duly carried 
that the pound master be allowed 50 
cents per head for taking up cattle, 
and 25 cents per day for keeping 
them, 
On motion duly made and 
carried, the matter of material for the 
pound was referred to the purchasing 
committee with power to act. 
On motion duly made and carried 
the bond of City Surveyor W hitely, 
and tho liquor license bond of Con. 
O'Brien were approved, and license 
granted Mr. O’Brien. 
Council adjourned.

London, Special—Just now the Tories are 
looking around for a new issue th at may 
be popular enough to divert attention from 
a series of pitiful legislative failures, and 
the Conservative cheers which greeted the 
proposal of Col. Howard Vincent, that the 
house should consider “ whether a free mar 
kef should be longer given to the competing 
productions of a foreign state putting pro­ 
hibitive duties upon British goods” are sig­ 
nificant of the growing feeling in the gov­ 
ernm ent ranks.

A New Yorker 
Dream ed a 
Poem. 
A New Yorker, famous in the world 
of letters, awoke one night recently 
from a sound sleep. Bo far as h0 
knew he had not been dreaming. He 
composed himself again and was 
sinking into slumber when there came 
into his mind, as though out of the 
darkness, two of verse, rhythmical 
but senseless. They kept him awake, 
and after a time two lines more, 
equally smooth and absurd, present­ 
ed themselves to his mind as though 
one was dictating nonsensical dog­ 
gerel to him from the shadows of 
night. I liable to sleep, he arose and 
went down stairs to his library. He 
sat quiet in the darkness for a while, 
hoping that he would fall asleep in 
his chair. But a second verse, per­ 
fect in form but absurd in meaning, 
cnme into his mind, and then a third 
and fourth. Lighting a lamp, he 
took up a pen and wrote down rap­ 
idly the lines that had come to him. 
As he wrote new verses fell from his 
pen, and when he laid finished Ilia 
task a poem of eight stanzas lay be­ 
fore him. He was surprised to* find 
that, taken in the entirety, the verses 
were far from meaningless. 
He at once put the poem in an enve­ 
lope and directed it to a publishing 
firm. Placing it among otherletters 
to be mailed by a servant in the 
morning, he returned to bed and a t 
once fell asleep. Upon awaking he 
was uncertain whether he had dream­ 
ed of writing a poem or had really 
transcribed one. As his letters had 
been posted he had no means of decid­ 
ing the question. His uncertainty 
was pleasantly relieved the next day, 
however, by the receipt of a handsome 
check from his publishers and a letter 
praising his poem. Tbe peculiarity 
of this case which makes it very dif­ 
ferent from the celebrated instance of 
Coleridge and his poem of “ Kubla 
Khan” lies in the fact that theauthor 
had not been dreaming. He awoke 
from what seemed to bim a dead 
sleep and found that his imagination 
had produced, without conscious 
effort on his part, a perfect poem. 


H orses M eatT a ste s Like Hare. 
Physically, horse meat, a writer in 
the Nineteenth Century says, may be 
distinguished from beef or mutton by 
its appearance. It is coarser in the 
grain than beef. In this respect it 
more than any 
resembles bull beef 
' other, It is darker in color, and 
looks more moist thhn l>eef. It has 
i a peculiar smell and a peculiar sweet­ 
ness of taste. Its flavor is generally 
| considered to be half way between 
the flavors of beef and game. It is 
! something like the flavor of hare. 
(Inc reason why horseflesh is, as a rule, 
darker in color than beef, is that 
horses w hich are pole-taxed, or which 
have died from injury, disease or old 
age. are not properly dressed and 
bled by the slaughter. It is, however, 
by its fat that horse flesh is most 
easily distinguished. The fat of 
horse flesh is not generally mixed 
with the lean. It is yellow in color. 
it looks more moist than the fat of 
bend. It soon melts and soon becomes 
rancid. Consequently, unless a rapid 
sale is effected or the fat removed, an 
advanced price must he charged in 
order to secure the butcher from loss 
on unsold meat. 
Lastly, horse flesh can lie distin­ 
guished from beef by its chemical char­ 
acteristics, and it is in this way that 
it may be recognized when mixed 
with other substances. Who can tell 
except the chemist what are the com­ 
ponent parts of a sausage, polony or 
saveloy? Or who can tell by taste 
what these parts are? We do not 
judge by taste, we judge by flavor, 
and in the making of flavor—to use 
Sam Weller’s phrase—“It s the sea­ 
soning as does it.”

The First Railroad A ccident. 
The first great railroad accident 
occurred on the Great Western road 
of England in 1841. A train was 
rushing along when a mass of earth 
and stones fell from the embankment 
and obstructed the way. Eight per­ 
sons were killed and many wounded. 
The coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
of “accidental death in all cases and 
a deodand of £1,000, an engine, ten­ 
der and carriages.” The old com­ 
mon law provided that when any 
personal chattel was the cause of 
death it should be forfeited to the 
king. Part of this act was not en­ 
forced in later years, but a heavy- 
fine was imposed on the owners o f 
any chattel doing personal injury to 
the king’s subjects. This law was 
observed as late as 1847, when par­ 
liament abolished the practice.

V e n tilatin g C o o l R o o m s. 
The oject of ventilation is to keep 
the cellar cool and dry, b u t this ob ­ 
ject often fails of b eing accomplished 
b y a common m istake, and instead 
the cellar is made warm and damp. 
A cool place shou ld never b e ventila­ 
ted u nless the air adm itted is cooler 
than the air within, or a t least as 
cool as tha t, or vert’ little warmer. 
The warmer the air, the more m oist 
u re it holds in su spension. Neces­ 
sarily the cooler the air, the more the 
m oistu re is condensed and precipita­ 
ted. 
When a cool cellar is aired on 
a warm day the entering air, b eing 
in m otion, appears cool, b u t as it fills 
th e cellar the cooler air with which 
it b ecomes mixed chills it, the m oist­ 
u re is condensed, and dew is deposi- ] 
ted on the cold walls, and may often 
b e seen ru nning 
down 
them 
in 
strea ms. 
Then the cellar is dam p, and soon 
liecomes moldy. To avoid this, the 
windows shou ld only b e opened at 
night, and late—the last thing b efore 
retiring, There is no need to fear 
tha t t he night air is u nhealthfu l; it 
is as pu re as the air of midday, and 
really drier. The cool air enters the 
apartm ent du ring the night au d em­ 
u lates throu gh it. The windows 
shou ld l>e closed b efore su nrise in the 
m orning, and kept closed and shaded 
du ring the day. 
If the air in the cel­ 
lar is dam p it m ay lie throu ghly dri- 
?d b y placing in it a peck of fresh 
lime in an open b ox. A peck of lime 
will ab sorb ab ou t seven pou nds or 
more than three qu arts of water, and 
in this way a cellar or miik-room 
m ay soon b e dried, even in the hot­ 
test 
jveatlier. —Colu mn’s

W ill th e S tar o f B eth leh em R e­ 
ap p ear? 
A predictio n has been made by 
certain Euro pean scientists that the 
star o f Bethlehem will again beco me 
visible to inhabitants o f this glo be 
so me time in August o f the present 
.year. The pro phecy is based upo n 
the fact that in 1752 the great Dan­ 
ish astro no mer, Tycho Brahe, o b­ 
served a brilliant “ tempo rary star” 
in the co nstellatio n Cassio peia, and 
that o ld annals co ntain statements 
o f similar appearances in the years 
945 and 1264. Fro m these allega­ 
tio ns the very questio nable deductio n 
has been made that there is in ex ist­ 
ence a variable star with a perio d o f 
o ver three hundred years, and that 
this star is the pheno meno n chro nic­ 
led in the go spels. Recko ning back 
three perio ds o f 315 years each, the in­ 
vestigato rs have co me to the co nclu­ 
sio n that the “ star in the east” was 
identical with the star seen by Tycho 
Brahe. While it canno t be directly 
asserted that Tycho ’s star is no t 
po ssibly the stars o f 945 and 1264, 
such an identity wo uld seem to be 
quite impro bable. It is indeed ex ­ 
tremely difficult to reco ncile the scrip­ 
tural pheno meno n with anything 
but a miraculo us agency, That the 
star ex pected in August is the same 
as the o ne seen in Bethlehem is mo re 
than impro bable, fo r in the latitude 
o f Palestine it must have been seen 
as a star in the no rth and co uld nev­ 
er have appeared to o ver hang the 
J udean village.

One or two tab lespoonfu ls of am 
m onia added to a pail of water will 
clean windows b etter than sonp. 
When acid of any kind gets 
clothing spirit of ammonia will 
it. Apply chloroform ro restore 
color. 
Grease spots may lie taken ou t 
with weak am m onia in water; lay 
soft white paper over and iron with 
a hot iron. 
Keep nickel, silver ornam ents, and 
m ou nts b right b y 
ru b b ing 
with 
woolen cloth satu rated in spirits of 
am monia. 
A few drops of ammonia in a cu p 
fu l of warm water, applied carefu lly, 
will remove spots from paintings and 
chromos. 
Ammonia applied two or three 
times on a fresh cold sore will kill it. 
It will drive it aw ay if u sed when the 
cold sore is first felt. 
Old b rass may b e cleaned to look 
like new b y pou ring strongam m onia 
on it and scru b b ing with a scru b - 
b ru sh; rinse in clean water. 
A tab lespoonfu l of am m onia in a 
gallon of warm water will often re­ 
store colors in carpets; it will u lsore­ 
move whitewash from them. 
Equ al parts of am m onia and tu r­ 
pentine will take paint ou t of cloth­ 
ing. even if it l» e hart! ami dry. S at­ 
u rate 1 he spot as otten as necessary 
and wash ou t in soap-su ds. 
Flit a teaspoonfu l of am m onia in 
a q u art of water, wash you r b ru shes 
and comb s in this and all grease and 
dirt will disappear. 
R in se, shake, 
and dry in the su n or b y the fire. 
If these who perspire freely wou ld 
u se a little am m onia in the water 
they b athe in every day it wou ld 
keep their flesh sweet and clean, do­ 
ing away with any disagreeab le 
idor.

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C ities C h an g e T h eir L atitu de. 
Dr. A. Supan, the distinguished 
German geo grapher, makes the re* 
markable assertio n in Petersmann’s 
Mittheilungen that changes in the 
geo graphical latitude o f places have 
been o bserved fo r several j ears. 
It 
was tho ught that these apparent 
changes might be due to erro rs in o b­ 
servatio ns o r imperfectio ns in instru­ 
ments, but during the last year sys­ 
tematic o bservatio ns have been made 
at a number o f cental Euro pean o b­ 
servato ries which have demo nstrated 
that the geo graphical latitude o f a 
place is no t co nstant o r, in o ther 
wo rds, that the earth’s ax is is subject 
to small variatio ns with regard to 
who se character and cause we are as 
yet co mpletely in the dark. 
Pro f. 
Helmert rypo rts upo n this 
remarkable disco very that in the first 
half o f 1889 no change in the latitude 
o f Berlin and Po tsdam was o bserved, 
but that in the third quarter there 
was an increase in latitude, o r, In 
o ther wo rds, these cities were a little 
nearer the no rth po le. This was fo l­ 
lo wed by a diminishing o f latitude, 
which ex tended thro ugh the last 
quarter o f the year and bad appar­ 
ently reached an end in J anuary o f 
this year, The difference in latitude 
o bserved at Berlin and Po tsdam 
amo unted to o ne and o ne-tenth seo - 
o nds, and these results were ex actly 
co nfirmed by o bservatio ns at Prague. 
Since the same results has been reach­ 
ed with very different instruments at 
three different o bservato ries, o ne o f 
which is two degrees so uth o f bo th 
the o thers, the pheno meno n can 
scarcely be attributed to erro rs in 
instruments o r o bservatio ns. 
Dr. Supan adds that this impo rt­ 
ant matter will be co nsidered by the 
permanent co mmissio n o f the Inter­ 
natio nal Geo detic Co nference, which 
will meet at Freiburg in September, 
and it is ho ped that an ex tensive sys­ 
tem o f o bservatio ns will be carried 
o ut which may result in ex plaining 
the pheno meno n.—New Yo rk San.

Tho se o f the Methodist Chu rch Skmth 
have $3,6 00 salary, while those of 
the Chu rch North have a little more, 
b u t salaries. 
Bishop Warren, of the 
Chu rch North, is rich, having m ar­ 
ried the widow of a ranchman in Den­ 
ver. Bu t Bishop Hendrix, of the 
Metho dist Chu rch Sou th, enjoys the 
distinctio n o f b eing the richest Bish­ 
o p in America, having inherited a 
fo rtune, which,* b v carefu l manage­ 
ment, he has greatly increased.

has the repu tation of b eing b oth b e­ 
nevo lent and rich, To schools and 
colleges he is especially lib eral, and 
Central College, in this State, owes 
its present prosperity to his gener­ 
osity.

called upon to give an account of 
their creation, or rather of their evo* 
lution. The plate comes first, and a 
curious story is told of the first china 
plates, which, in the dark middle ages, 
arrived in Europe from the east. As 
soonasthe dainty ware with its curi­ 
ous hieroglyphics made its appear­ 
ance rumors beearn® current that if a 
poisonous substance was put upon 
them their whiteness became immedi­ 
ately clouded, and, as the fear of 
I icing poisoned was very great among 
the rulers, the china plates were sub­ 
stituted tor the more ancient test of 
dipping the tooth of a serpent or a 
piece of a horn of a unicorn into the 
food. This fear of poison prevailed 
to such an extent that it became 
the custom to bring padlocked 
boxes ct the table, which were opened 
the moment dinner was served, and 
which everybody kept his own knife 
and 
spoon. Thus 
Saint 
Simon 
writes: 
The king of England sat 
down with the queen on his right and 
our king on his left. They all had 
their padlocked boxes by their side.” 
Rut long before the aristocratic din­ 
nerware of the Chinese and Japanese 
came across the sea wooden aud 
metal plants had been in use, which 
had slowly developed from a perfect 
flatness into the shapely sauces or 
gravies from running off the flat 
plates pieces of bread were provided 
by w hich the fluids were sucked up, 
and which, after the meal, were gra­ 
ciously distributed among the peo­ 
ple of more common clay. 
The sovereign or grandee of the 
middle ages, seated in front of his flat 
plate, cut his food with a knife be- , 
gins in the darkness of prehistoric 
day, when the European savage made 
himselfaxes of stone. Each century, ! 
almost each generation, tried to im- J 
prove the knife, and tile mediaeval j 
dinner, whose habits, like these of 
baston de Foix, were somewhat pe- j 
culiar, could even indulge in using I 
his own pocket-knife in preference to 
the article supplied by his host.

with fanciful carvings, the music and 
words of church hymns were cut into I 
them, their size and shape varied a1- :

rived at their present state of perfec­ 
tion.

ure is condensed, and dew is deposi­ 
ted on the cold walls, and may often 
lie seen running down them in 
strea ms. 
Then the cellar is damp, and soon 
becomes moldy. To avoid this, the 
windows should only be opened at 
night, and late—the last thing before 
retiring, There is no need to fear 
that the night air is unhealthful; it 
is as pure tis the air of midday, and 
really drier. The cool air enters the 
apartment during the night aud em­ 
ulates through it. The windows 
should lie closed before sunrise in the 
morning,and kept closed and shaded 
during tile day. lf the air in the cel­ 
lar is damp it may lie throughly dri- 
?d by placing iii it a peck of fresh 
lime in an open box. A peck of lime 
will absorb about seven pounds or 
more than three quarts of water, and 
in this way a cellar or milk-room 
may soon lie dried, even in the liot- 
test 
feather. —Colman’s

A little ammonia in tepid water 
will soften and cleanse the skin. 
Spirits of ammonia inhaled w ill oft­ 
en relief a severe headache. 
If the color has been taken out of 
silks by fruit stains ammonia will 
usually restore the color. 
One or two tablespoonfuls of am­ 
monia added to a pail of water will 
clean windows better than soap. 
When acid of any kind gets on 
clothing spirit of ammonia w ill kill 
it. Apply chloroform ro restore the 
color. 
Grease spots may be taken out 
with weak ammonia in water; lay 
soft white paper over and iron with 
a hot iron. 
Keep nickel, silver ornaments, and 
mounts bright by rubbing with 
woolen cloth saturated in spirits of 
ammonia. 
A few drops of ammonia in a cup 
fill of warm water, applied carefully, 
will remove spots from paintingsand 
chromos. 
Ammonia applied two or three 
times on a fresh cold sore will kill it. 
It will drive it away if used when the 
cold sore is first leit . 
Old brass may be cleaned to look 
like new by pouring strong ammonia 
oil it and scrubbing with a scrub- 
brush; rinse in clean water. 
A tablespoonful of ammonia in a 
gallon of warm water will often re­ 
store colors in carpets; it will also re­ 
move whitewash from them. 
Eqnal parts of ammonia and tur­ 
pentine will take paint out of cloth­ 
ing. even it it l*e hart! and dry. Sat­ 
urate i he spot as otten as necessary 
ami wash out in soap-suds. 
But a teaspoonful of ammonia in 
a quart of water, wash your brushes 
and combs in this and all grease and 
dirt will disappear. Rinse, shake, 
and dry in the sun or by the fire. 
If those who perspire freely would 
use a little ammonia in the water 
they bathe in every day it would 
keep their flesh sweet aud clean, do­ 
ing away with any disagreeable 
idor.

The Libby Prison War Museum 
has just placed in position an exhibit 
consisting 
of interesting historic 
I chairs, and every one of these chairs 
forma one of the links in the history 
of this great nation. The first chair 
of interest is an old wooden one, in 
j which John Hancock sat when he af- 
i fixed his signature to the famous 
I Declaration of Independence, and

household effects. Then come a few 
chairs of a more modern date, the 
first being the leather-covered pivot 
chair used in Lincoln’s library at the 
White House when he was President. 
In the same exhibit are six of the 
chairs that were in the box at Ford’s 
Theater, Washington, on the night 
that President Lincoln was assas­ 
sinated. The last official chair of the 
Confederacy is one of great interest. 
It is the one that Jefferson Davis 
used in the residence of Mrs. Potts as 
an office chair after Richmond was

C ities C hange T heir L atitude. 
Dr. A. Snpan, the distinguished 
German geographer, makes the re* 
markable assertion in Petersmann’s 
Mittheilungen that changes in the 
geographical latitude of places have 
been observed for several J ears. It 
was thought that these apparent 
changes might be due to errors in ob­ 
servations or imperfections in instru­ 
ments, but during the last year sys­ 
tematic observations have been made 
at a number of cental European ob­ 
servatories which have demonstrated 
that the geographical latitude of a 
place is not constant or, in other 
words, that the earth’s axis is subject 
to small variations with regard to 
whose character and cause w® are as 
yet completely in the dark. 
Prof. Helmert reports upon this 
'remarkable discovery that in the first 
half of 1889 no change in the latitude 
of Berlin and Potsdam was observed, 
but that in the third quarter there 
was an increase in latitude, or, in 
other words, these cities were a little 
nearer the north pole. This was fol­ 
lowed by a diminishing of latitude, 
which extended through the last 
quarter of the year and had appar­ 
ently reached an end in January of 
this year, The difference in latitude 
observed at Berlin and Potsdam 
amounted to one and one-tenth sec­ 
onds, and these results, were exactly 
confirmed by observations at Prague. 
Since the same results has been reach­ 
ed with very different instruments at 
three different observatories, one of 
which is two degrees south of both 
the others, the phenomenon can 
scarcely be attributed to errors in 
instruments or observations. 
Dr. Supan adds that this import­ 
ant matter will be considered By the 
permanent commission of the Inter­ 
national Geodetic Conference, which 
will meet at Freiburg in September, 
and it is hoped that an extensive sys­ 
tem of observations will be carried 
out which may result in explaining 
the phenomenon.—New York Sun.

C lergym en a s B usiness Men, 
Says Rev. Dr. Wilson, of St. Louis» 
in the Globe-Demoerat of that city; 
“The failure in business of a promi­ 
nent clergyman suggests the fact 
that very few preachers ever succeed 
in making money. When they do 
the religion generally oozes out as 
the dollars come in, and they end up 
by giving up ministerial work alto­ 
gether. 
Prearchers, 
particularly 
Methodist preachers, are almost al­ 
ways poor, and the next to them in 
the point of poverty are the Bap­ 
tists. The majority of Methodist 
preachers in this country receive less 
than $600 a year, while the constant 
demands for charity greatly dimin­ 
ish 
their incomes. 
Presbyterian 
clergy are better paid, while the 
Church of England ministers, both 
here and in Great Britain, fairly roll 
in wealth by comparison. The Eng­ 
lish Bishops have princely incomes, 
the lowest being $10,000 a year and 
the use of a mansion connected with 
the cathedral. The Archbishop of 
York, who is “Primate of England,” 
has $50,000 a year, and the Arch­ 
bishop of Canterbury, who is “Pri­ 
mate of all England,” receives $75,- 
000 and has two magnificen palaces, 
Methodist Bishops are poorly paid. 
Those of the Methodist Church South 
have $3,600 salary, while those of 
the Church North have a little more, 
but salaries. Bishop Warren, of the 
Church North, is rich, having mar­ 
ried the widow of a ranchman in Den­ 
ver. But Bishop Hendrix, of the 
Methodist Church South, enjoys the 
distinction of being the richest Bish­ 
op in America, having inherited a 
fortune, which,” by careful manage­ 
ment, he has greatly increased. He 
has the reputation of being both be­ 
nevolent and rich, To schools and 
colleges he is especially liberal, and 
Central College, in this State, owes 
its present prosperity to his gener­ 
osity. All the other Southern Meth 
odist Bishops are poor.

Peter Meagher, a Brick Yard Em­ 
ployee, Ju mps into the Dam 
And Drowns Hfmself. 
Last Thu rsday evening Peter Meag­ 
her, an employe at the b rick yard, 
settled u p with the foreman of that 
concern and drew the b alance of 
money that was dne him, the amou nt 
b eing $5.25. 
He said at the time to 
tho men that he had got tired of 
working day in and day ou t, never 
making more than a living, and that 
he proposed to pu t an end to this sort 
of existence. No importance was at­ 
tached to this remark b y his fellow- 
workmen, as he has b een frequ ently 
heard to make similar remarks. Ab ou t 
II) o’clock the next day, the 4th, he 
was seen on a pier ju st ab ove the dam 
b y John Dou glas, of East Brainerd, 
who was going with ladies over to 
Gilb ert Lake. This was the last seen 
of him alive. 
The next afternoon. 
(Satu rday), some of the b rick yard 
employes happening down at the dam 
discovered his clothes lying on the 
pier on which Mr. Dou glas last saw 
him. Rememb ering his words when 
he left them Thu rsday evening, they 
at once come to the conclu sion that 
he had delib erately u ndressed and 
drowned himself. The chief of police 
was at once notified, who cau sed the 
river to b e dragged to find his re­ 
mains. 
Finally, on Sanday, right 
after dinner, after exploding several 
dynamite cartridges in the water, his 
b ody was raised and recovered. 
De­ 
pu ty Coroner Bain was at once notified, 
and on viewing the remains ordered 
their immediately b u rial, as they were 
already b adly decomposed.

held,

verifying the ab ove recited farts was 
given, and a verdict of su icide ren­ 
dered.

K. J. Eggleton and W. S. Reed 
were in the city yesterday and made 
arrangements for a meeting to-morrow 
night a 8 o’clock, at the N. P. Lib rary 
Room, for the pu rpose of organizing 
a Railway Employes Clu b . 
W. S. 
Boody, of Minneapolis, will arrive in 
the city to-morrow and assist in the 
organization of the clu b . All railway 
employes are invited to attend. The 
ob ject and principles of this organiza­ 
tion are fu lly stated in the following 
preamb le that precedee the constitu ­ 
tion governing clu b s: 
"The highest court in several of the 
states has decided that the Railroad 
Commission may make, according to 
the present laws, any rate they please 
for the railroads, whether it pays fur 
the service or not. 
A majority of the 
legal voters make the Commission by 
electing the Governor. 
The railroad 
employes are voters, and ltave the 
right to help make the rates. 
We are 
entitled to a fair day’s wages for a fair 
day’s work, and we cannot get. or ex­ 
pect it, unless the roads get a fair price 
for services rendered. 
The tendency 
of late is towards a heavy reduction in 
rates. 
Those who make such demands 
of the roads do not stop to consider 
the vast army of employes and their 
families who are directly dependent 
upon the earnings of the road which 
employs them. This condiiion has 
assumed such proportions, that our 
railways are getting 
neither fair nor 
living prices, 
and, as a result, their 
employes cannot 
get fair wages or 
! steady employment.

Peter Meagher, a Brick Yard Em­ 
ployee, Jumps into the Dam 
And Drowns Himself. 
Last Thursday evening Peter Meag­ 
her, an employe at the brick yard, 
settled up with the foreman of that 
concern and drew the balance of 
money that was due him, the amount 
being $5.25. He said at the time to 
the men that he had got tired of 
working day in and day out, never 
making more than a living, and that 
he proposed to put an end to this sort 
of existence. No importance was at­ 
tached to this remark by his fellow- 
workmen, as he has been frequently 
heard to make similar remarks. About 
IO o’clock the next day, the 4th, he 
was seen on a pier just above the dam 
by John Douglas, of East Brainerd, 
who was going with ladies over to 
Gilbert Lake. This was the last seen 
of him alive. The next afternoon, 
(Saturday), some of the brick yard 
employes happening down at the dam 
discovered his clothes lying on the 
pier on which Mr. Douglas last saw 
him. Remembering his words when 
he left them Thursday evening, they 
at once come to the conclusion that 
he had deliberately undressed and 
drowned himself. The chief of police 
was at once notified, who caused the 
river to be dragged to find his re­ 
mains. 
Finally, on Sunday, right 
after dinner, after exploding several 
dynamite cartridges in the water, his 
body was raised and recovered. De­ 
puty Coroner Bain was at once notified, 
and on viewing the remains ordered 
their immediately burial, as they were 
already badly decomposed. A coro­ 
ner’s jury wits then impaneled and an 
inquest 
held, 
at 
which evidence 
verifying the above recited facts was 
given, and a verdict of suicide ren­ 
dered. 
The deceased was comparatively a 
young man, being less than 30 years 
of age. He has lived about the city 
for three or four years past and was 
quite widely known. 
He was usually 
employed as a lumberman, but this 
spring found employment at the brick 
yard. He has no relative* in this 
vicinity, the home of his parents tie­ 
ing in Boston, Mass.

Railway Employes Club. 
R. J. Eggloton and W. S. Reed 
were in the city yesterday and made 
arrangements for a meeting to-morrow 
night a 8 o’clock, at the N. P. Library 
Room, for the purpose of organizing 
a Railway Employes Club. W. S. 
Boody, of Minneapolis, will arrive m 
the city to-morrow and assist in the 
organization of the club. All railway 
employes are invited to attend. The 
object and principles of this organiza­ 
tion are fully stated in the following 
preamble that precedes the constitu­ 
tion governing clubs: 
“The highest court in several of the 
states has decided that the Railroad 
Commission may make, according to 
the present laws, any rate they please 
for the railroads, whether it pays for 
the service or not. A majority of the 
legal voters make the Commission by 
electing the Governor. The railroad 
employes are voters, and have the 
right to help make the rates. 
We are 
entitled to a fair day’s wages for a fair 
day’s work, and we cannot get, or ex­ 
pect it, unless the roads get a fair price 
for services rendered. The tendency 
of late is towards a heavy reduction in* 
rates. Those who make such demands 
of the roads do not stop to consider 
the vast army of employes and their 
families who are directly dependent 
upon the earnings of the road which 
employs them. This condition has 
assumed such proportions, that our 
railways are getting neither fair nor 
living prices, and, as a result, their 
employes cannot get lair wages or 
sternly employment. In union among 
ourselves we shall find strength to pro­ 
tect our interests, and we shall find it 
in no other way. 
We, the Railroad 
Employes in the United States and 
T en-tories, agree to form an associa­ 
tion to promote our interests, and our 
social and intellectual improvement. 
aud to prevent by all legitimate and 
honorable means, any hostile action 
from the Legisl atures, the Commis­ 
sion and tile Courts, and invite the 
earnest co-operation of all railroad em­ 
ploy! s in America for those ptirjNtAcp ”

FARGO’S CALAMITY. 


The 
Metropolis of North Dakota 
Visited by a Terrific Hurricane, 
Resulting in Loss ot Life and 
Property. 
A terrific wind storm swept over the 
neighboring 
cities of Fargo and 
Moorhead and surrounding country 
early Monday morning, causing great 
destruction of life and property. The 
storm was at its highest at about 
three a. m., the wind at this time 
having a velocity of 75 miles an 
hour. 
At Fargo the storm de­ 
molished the Manitoba and Milwaukee 
freight 
houses, 
threw down 
the 
electric light towers, destroyed tho 
fronts of tho Davis block, the opera 
house block, the Continental block, 
the Garfield block, 
the Webster 
block, unroofed the Northern Pacific 
freight depot, also the Republican 
office and the Chapin hardware store. 
The court house tower is badly twisted 
and deposited on the sidewalk on 
Tenth street. 
The Plymouth Con­ 
gregational church is destroyed, the 
Lnger Furniture Co.’s warehouse is 
damaged, and numerous bricks from 
the Argus brick block lie on the 
ground. The Deering warehouse is 
damaged to some extent, as is also 
Alfsted’s hardware store and Vachen’s 
restaurant, and the rear battlement of 
the Bank of North Dakota lies on the 
ground in ruins. 
The Keeney block 
and Exchange hotel suffered badly. 
Dozens of smaller buildings and rods 
of sidewalks are demolished. 
The saddest of all is the death of 
the entire family, consisting of the 
mother and seven children of the late 
Capt. McCarthy, which occurred at 
their residence,at the comer of Ninth 
and Fifth streets. 
The family had 
taken refuge in the cellar and in some 
manner were caught in the timbers of 
the falling building and crushed to 
death. 
Train No. 1, on the Northern Paci­ 
fic, a passenger, was caught just as it 
was departing from Fargo, and toj>- 
pled over into a ditch. 
No one was 
killed, but thirteen were injured. 
At Moorhead fully $25,000 damage 
to property was done in the city, be­ 
sides a number of people being in­ 
jured. 
So far as reported there is no 
loss of life in this city. 
The most 
serious damage to property was the 
blowing down of the foundry; also 
the round house of the Great North­ 
ern railway.

Committee on fire protection re­ 
ported favorably on the policy on 
central hose house. 
On motion duly carried the city at­ 
torney was instructed to answer for 
the city in the suit for damages insti­ 
tuted by Chris. Anderson. 
Motion was made and duly carried 
that the pound master be allowed 50 
cents per head for taking up cattle, 
and ‘25 cents per day for keeping 
them.

W A S H I N G T O N . 
It is estim ated a t the treasury departm ent 
th at there has been a decrease of about $20, 
000,000 in the public debt since June 1. 
This will make the to ta l decrease for the 
flcal year ended July 1 $87,300,000, as 
against $114,000,000 for the previous flcal 
year. 
A. C. Matthews, first controller of the 
treasury, has arrived a t P o rt Townsend 
bringing orders from the treasury d ep art­ 
m ent lor the comm anders of revenue cutters 
Rnsh and Corwin. 
The orders to the Rush 
were to proceed a t once to O nnalska and 
then to patrol Behring sea, seize all vessels 
found in the sea with sealskins aboard or 
any other prim a facie evidence th a t the ves­ 
sels had been poaching. 
The cutters are 
then to take the papers and instrum ents and 
leave on board only sufficient quantity of 
food to keep the crew until the vessel reaches 
the nearest port. If any resistance is offered 
the poachers are to be fired upon and com­ 
pelled to submit. 
Both vessels immediately 
prepared to proceed to sea.

The loss from the floods of the week is esti­ 
m ated in the Muskingum valley of West 
Virginia a t $500,000. 
A number of business blocks were destroy­ 
ed by fire at, Troy, Ala., causing a loss of 
$100,000, partly covered by insurance. 
At S anta Rosa, Cal., three shocks of earth ­ 
quake were felt. 
They were not bo severe a s 
those the day before. 
The Norwegian bark Nordcap was burned 
in a storm while on her way from West In­ 
dies to London, and seven of her crew perish­ 
ed. 
At Paterson, N. J., four-year-old Peter 
Sullivan fell ont of a row bo at in the Passaic 
river. 
His 
twelve-year old brother John 
jumped in after him. but both were drowned 
At Vanceburg, Ky., during a severe storm , 
Jerry Searles, who had his wife and child out 
in a carriage, drove tinder r, tree for shelter. 
Lightning struck the tree, and the Searles 
were instantly killed. 
At New Albany, Ind., the family of Henry 
Saunder, proprietor of a millinery store, 
composed of husband, wife, two children and 
a hired girl, was poisoned by eating ham. 
The father and hired girl will probably die. 
The others are dangerously ill. 
A disastrous fire raged a t Seattle, on the 
w ater front in the row of tw o-story corrugat­ 
ed iron buildings. 
Both sides of West street 
for two blocks is lined with these buildings, 
and it. looked at one time as if all would go, 
but the fire was soon brought under control. 
It is thought the loss will not exceed $100,- 
000. 
A fire started in the boiler room of the 
Columbus & Hocking Coal com pany a t Ash­ 
land, Wis., and soon spread to thedocks and 
propeller Iron King, owned by Purker & 
Mellen, Detroit. 
While fighting the fire six 
fir.unen had climbed above the docks on to 
the coal tram w ays when an explosion oc­ 
curred, followed by the igniting of the tra m ­ 
ways all around them. 
All jumped to the 
dock below, a distance of forty feet, and were 
terribly bruised. 
Five acres of fire was the awful sight wit­ 
nessed a t the Standard oil refinery a t Louis­ 
ville, Ky. The immense structure was blaz- 
mg at every point, and the heat was so in­ 
tense th a t even 200 yards away people were 
overcome. 
At the first intim ation of the ex­ 
plosion. all of the workmen who could do so 
started to run. John Kline, however, stum ­ 
bled and fell, and his clothes caught fire. The 
men bravely returned to his assistance, but 
the fire th a t inveloped him could not be ex­ 
tinguished until ho had been frightfully burn­ 
ed. 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Thompson, Eliza Thom p­ 
son, two years old, and baby Thom pson. 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard Smith, their little 
daughter Priscilla and RoberCSmith. fifteen 
C 
ears of age. were out rowing in a small flat 
o a t on the Yougbiogheny river near Mc­ 
Keesport, Pa. 
The flat upset from their 
weight, throwing all the occupants into the 
river. 
Thompson swam to shore with his 
wife and baby. 
He then retnrned to save 
his two-year-old daughter, but in this last 
attem p t both weredrowned. 
Richard Smith 
saved his wife but drowned with hisdaughter 
while trying to reach shore, R obert Smith 
the fifteen-year-old boy swam to shore. 
Advices have reached Cairo th a t the fam­ 
ine which has lor some time past prevailed 
in the Soudan is increasing rapidly. 
Thou­ 
sands of natives are w ithout food of any 
kind, and th e reported number of deaths 
from starv atio n is appalling. 
With the re­ 
ports of their dreadful state of affairs come 
horrible stories of cannibalism, which is also 
said to be on the increase. 
It was reported 
not long ago th a t the dead were being eaten 
by the amished survivors, but the present 
advices represent m atters as still worse. 
It 
is now asserted th a t large numbers of men, 
women and children are deliberately put to 
death th a t they may serve as food for their 
frenzied companions.

old Roman masonry

In Henry county, Ga., Henry L. Wofford 
got into a dispute with a laborer in his fath­ 
er’s brick yard and shot the man dead.

A few weeks 
ago she left him and went to the hotel and 
was serving as a waiter. 
Petilliot walked 
into the dining room and shot his wife.

A New Yorker, famous in the world 
of letters, awoke one night recently 
from a sound sleep.

He 
composed himself again and was 
sinking into slumber when there came 
into his mind, as though out- of the 
darkness, two of verse, rhythmical 
but senseless. They kept him awake, 
and after a time two lines more, 
equally smooth and absurd, present­ 
ed themselves to his mind as though 
one was dictating nonsensical dog­ 
gerel to him from the shadows of 
night. I nable to sleep, he arose and 
went down stairs to his library. He 
sat quiet in the darkness for a while, 
hoping th at he would fall asleep in 
his chair.

Lighting a lamp, ho 
took up a pen aud wrote down rap­ 
idly the lines that had come to him.

He at once put the poem in an enve­ 
lope and directed it to a publishing 
firm. Placing it among other letters 
to be mailed by a servant in the 
morning, he returned to lied and a t 
once fell nsleep. 
Upon awaking ho 
was uncertain whether he had dream­ 
ed of writing a poern or hod really 
transcribed one. As his letters hod 
been posted he had no means of decid­ 
ing the question. His uncertainty 
was pleasantly relieved the next day, 
however, by the receipt of a handsome 
check from his publishers and a letter 
praising his poem. The peculiarity 
of this case which makes it verv dif­ 
ferent from the celebrated instance of 
Coleridge and his poern of “ Kubla 
Khan” lies in the fact th a t the author 
had not been, dreaming. He awoke 
from what seemed to him a dead 
sleep and found that his imagination 
had produced, without conscious 
effort on his part, a perlect poem.

The First R ailroad A cc id e n t, 
The first great railroad accident 
occurred on the Great Western road 
of England in 1841.

The coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
of “accidental death in all cases and 
a deodand of £1,000, an engine, ten­ 
der and carriages.” The old com­ 
mon law provided th at w hen any 
personal chattel was the cause of 
death it should be forfeited to the 
king. P art of this act was not en­ 
forced in later years, but a heavy 
fine was imposed on the owners of 
any chattel doing personal injury to 
the king’s subjects. This law was 
observed as late as 1847, when par­ 
liament abolished the practice.

other, it is darker in color, and 
looks more moist tlihn l>eef. 
It has 
a peculiar smell and a peculiar sweet­ 
ness of taste. Its flavor is generally 
considered to l>e half way between 
the flavors of beef and game. It is 
something like the flavor of hare. 
One reason why horseflesh is, as a rule, 
darker in color than beef, is th at 
horses which are pole-taxed, or which 
have died (rorn injury, disease or old 
age, are not properly dressed and 
bled by the slaughter, it is, however, 
by its fat th at horse flesh is most 
easily distinguished. The fat 
of 
horse flesh is not generally mixed 
with the ban. It is yellow in color, 
it looks more moist than the fat of 
Leef. It soon melts and soon becomes 
rancid. Consequently, unless a rapid 
sale is effected or the fat removed, an 
advanced price must be charged in 
order to secure the butcher from loss 
on unsold meat. 
Lastly, horse flesh can lie distin­ 
guished from beef by its chemical char­ 
acteristics, and it is in this way th at 
it may be recognized when mixed 
with other substances. Who can tell 
exceptthe chemist what are the oora- 
ponpht parts of a sausage, polony or 
saveloy? Or who can tell by taste 
what these parts are? We do not 
judge by taste, we judge by flavor, 
and in the making ot flavor—to use 
Sam Weller's phrase—“It’s the sea­ 
soning as does it.”

The ojeet of ventilation is to keep 
the cellar cool and dry, but this ob­ 
ject often fails of being accomplished 
by a common mistake, and instead 
the cellar is made warm and damp. 
A cool place should never be ventila­ 
ted unless the air adm itted is cooler 
than the air within, or a t least as 
cool as th at, or very little warmer. 
The warmer the air, the more moist 
uro it holds in suspension. Neces­ 
sarily the cooler the air, the more the 
moisture is condensed and precipita­ 
ted. 
When a cool cellar is aired on 
a warm day the entering air, being 
in motion, appears cool, but as it fills 
the cellar the cooler air with which 
it becomes mixed chills it, the moist- j 
ure is condensed, and dew is deposi­ 
ted on the cold walls, and may often 
bo seen running down 
them 
in 
streams. 
Then the tellar is damp, and soon 
becomes moldy. To avoid this, the 
window's should only be opened at 
night, and late—the last thing before 
retiring, There is no need to fear 
th at the night air is unhealthful; it 
is as pure as the air ot midday, and 
reallv drier.

ish astronomer, Tycho Brahe, ob­ 
served a brilliant “tem porary sta r” 
in the constellation Cassiopeia, and 
th a t old annals contain statem ents 
of similar appearances in the years 
945 and 1264. From these allega­ 
tions the very questionable deduction 
has been made th at there is in exist­ 
ence a variable star with a period of 
over three hundred years, and th a t 
this star is the phenomenon chronic­ 
led in the gospels. Reckoning back 
three periods of 315 years each, the in­ 
vestigators have come to the conclu­ 
sion th a t the “star in the east” was 
identical with the star seen by Tycho 
Brahe. While it cannot be directly 
asserted th a t Tycho’s star is not 
possibly the stars of 945 and 1264, 
such an identity wTould seem to be 
quite improbable. It is indeed ex­ 
tremely difficult to reconcile the scrip­ 
tural phenomenon with anything 
but a miraculous agency, T hat the 
star expected in August is the same 
as the one seen in Bethlehem is more 
than improbable, for in the latitude 
of Palestine it must have been seen 
as a star in the north and could nev­ 
er have appeared to over hang the 
Judean village.

A m m o n ia in th e H o u se. 
A little ammonia in tepid water 
will soften and cleanse the skin. 
Spirits of ammonia inhaled will oft­ 
en relief a severe headache. 
If the color has been taken out of 
silks by fruit stains ammonia will 
usually restore the color. 
One or two tablespoonfuls of am ­ 
monia added to a pail of water will 
clean windows better than soap. 
When acid of any kind gets on 
clothing spirit of ammonia w ill kil) 
it. Apply chloroform ro restore the 
color. 
Grease spots may be taken out 
with weak ammonia in water; lay 
soft white paper over and iron with 
a hot iron. 
Keep nickel, silver ornaments, and 
mounts bright by 
rubbing 
with 
woolen cloth saturated in spirits oi 
ammonia. 
A few drops of ammonia in a cup 
ful of warm water, applied carefully, 
will remove spots from paintings and 
chrum os. 
Ammonia applied two or three 
times on a fresii cold sore will kill it. 
It will drive it away if used when the 
cold sore is first felt. 
Old brass may be cleaned to look 
like new’ by pouring strong ammonia 
on it and scrubbing with a scrub- 
brush; rinse in clean water. 
A tablespoon fill ot ammonia in a 
gallon of warm water will often re­ 
store colors in carpets; it will ulsore­ 
move whitewash from them. 
Equal parts of ammonia and tur­ 
pentine w ill take paint out of cloth­ 
ing. even it it l»e hard and dry. Sat­ 
urate i lie spot as often as necessary 
and wash out in soap-suds. 
But a teaspoonful of ammonia in 
a quart of water, wash your brushes 
and combs in this and all grease and 
dirt will disappear. Rinse, shake, 
and dry in the sun or by the fire. 
If those who perspire freely would 
use a little ammonia in the water 
they bathe in every day it would 
keep their flesh sweet and clean, do­ 
ing away with any disagreeable 
id or.

F rom the Chicago Herald. 
The Libby Prison War Museum 
has just placed in position an exhibit 
consisting 
of interesting historic 
chairs, and every one of these chairs 
forms one of the links in the history 
of this great nation. 
The first chair 
of interest is an old wooden one, in 
which John Hancock sat when he af­ 
fixed his signature to the famous 
Declaration of Independence, and 
near this is an old and worn wooden 
wicker th a t 
Abraham 
Lincoln’s 
father once prized as a portion of his 
household effects. Then come a few 
chairs of a more modern date, the 
first being the leather-covered pivot 
chair used in Lincoln’s library a t the 
White House when he was President. 
In the same exhibit are six ot the 
chairs th at were in the box a t Ford’s 
Theater, Washington, on the night 
th at President Lincoln was assas­ 
sinated. The last official chair of the 
Confederacy^ is one of great interest. 
It is the one th at Jefferson Davis 
used in the residence of Mrs. Potts as 
an office chair after Richmond was 
evacuated, and the seat ot the Con­ 
federacy wms forced to the South. 
The most modern of these chairs in 
this historic collection is th at used 
by president Grant, Hayes and Gar­ 
field as an office chair in the White 
House. One other chair of interest 
is th a t used by President Garfield 
after he was shot by Guiteau. It is 
an invalid chair of the 
reclining 
pattern, and was the only one used 
by th at martyred President from the 
time he was shot by the assassin 
until his death. 


C atching a Loon with H ook 
and Line. 
Alfred Hills, one of the brothers 
who run the famous Hills’ Homestead 
a t Savin Rock, narrowly escaped be­ 
ing still more famous a day or two 
ago. Here’s the stor3' as Mr. Hills 
tells it: He was fishing for flatfish 
off the Savin Rock shore when he was 
surprised to hear blood curdling 
screeches and to feel a big thing on 
liis line. A loon, or great northern 
diver, had picked up the bait and was 
fast on the hook.

It 
was thought th a t these apparent 
changes might be due to errors in ob­ 
servations or imperfections in instru. 
ments, but during the last year sys­ 
tematic observations have been made 
at a number of cental European ob­ 
servatories which have demonstrated 
th at the geographical latitude of a 
place is not constant or, in other 
w’ords, th a t the earth’s axis is subject 
to small variations with regard to 
whose character and cause we are as 
yet completely in the dark. 
Prof. Helmert reports upon this 
remarkable discovery th at in the first 
half of 1889 no change in the latitude 
of Berlin and Potsdam was observed, 
but th a t in the third quarter there 
was an increase in latitude, or, in 
other words, these cities were a little 
nearer the north pole. This was fol­ 
lowed by a diminishing ot latitude, 
which extended through the last 
quarter of the year and had appar­ 
ently reached an end in January of 
this year, The difference in latitude 
observed a t Berlin and Potsdam 
amounted to one and one-tenth sec­ 
onds, and these results were exactly 
confirmed by observations at Prague. 
Since the same results has been reach­ 
ed with very different instruments a t 
three different observatories, one of 
which is two degrees south of both 
the others, the phenomenon can 
scarcely be attributed to errors in 
instruments or observations. 
Dr. Supan adds th at this im port­ 
ant m atter will be considered by the 
permanent commission of the Inter­ 
national Geodetic Conference, which 
will meet a t Freiburg in September, 
and it is hoped th at an extensive sys­ 
tem of observations will be carried 
out which may result in explaining 
the phenomenon.—New York Sun.

Bishop Warren, of the 
Church North, is rich, having mar­ 
ried the widow of a ranchman in Den­ 
ver. But Bishop Hendrix, of the 
Methodist Church South, enjoys the 
distinction ot being the richest Bish­ 
op in America, having inherited a 
fortune, which," by careful manage­ 
ment, he has greatly increased.

nevolent and rich, To schools and 
colleges he is especially liberal, and 
Central College, in this State, owes 
its present prosperity to his gener­ 
osity, All the other Southern Meth 
odist Bishops are poor.

Railway Employes Club. 
K. J. Eggleton and W. S. Reed 
were in the city yesterday and made 
arrangements for a meeting to-morrow 
night a 8 o’clock, at the N. P. Library 
Room, for the purpose of organizing 
a Railway Employes Club. 
W. S. 
Boody, of Minneapolis, will arrive in 
the city to-morrow and assist in the 
organization of the club. All railway 
employes are invited to attend. 
The 
object and principles of this organiza­ 
tion are fully stated in the following 
preamble that precedes the constitu­ 
tion governing clubs: 
“ The highest court in several of the 
states has decided that the Railroad 
Commission may make, according to 
the present laws, any rate they please 
for the railroads, whether it pays for 
the service or not. A majority of the 
legal voters make the Commission by 
electing the Governor. 
The railroad 
employes are voters, and have the 
right to help make the rates. 
We are 
entitled to a fair day’s wages for a fair 
day’s work, and we cannot get, or ex­ 
pect it, unless the roads get a fair price 
for services rendered. The tendency 
of late is towards a heavy reduction in. 
rates. Those who make such demands 
of the roads do not stop to consider 
the vast army of employes and their 
families who are directly dependent 
upon the earnings of the road which 
employs them. This condition has 
assumed such proportions, that our 
I s railways are getting neither fair nor 
—* | living prices, and, as a result, their 
.. n employes cannot get fair wages or 
...» ; steady employment. 
In union among 
j ourselves we shall find strength to pro 
teet our interests, and we shall find it 
in no other way. 
We, the Railroad 
Em ployes in the United States and 
Temtories, agree to form an associa­ 
tion to promote our interests, and our 
social and intellectual improvement, 
and to prevent by all legitimate and 
honorable m eans, any hostile action 
from the Legislatures, the Com mis­ 
sion and the Courts, and invite the 
earnest co-operation of all railroad em­
